When the convention reassembled Sat- 
urday morning, L. 0. Norman, James 

Blackburn, R. C. Warren and Charles S. 
Green were placed in nomination for 
Auditor. Iforman took the lead from the 
start and was nominated on the first 
ballot. He received 616 votes, Warren 
l.')2. Green 14.') and Blackburn 106. Green, 
Blackburn and Warren realized before 
the ballot was completed that they were 
not in it, and their frtendl attempted 
to withdraw their namei, but the Chair 
refused to allow this done. 

Major Ilcnry Hale, of Graves County, 
had a walkover in the race for Treasurer. 
His name wai the only one pmented to 
the convention, and he wat given the 
nomination by acclamation. 

The contest over the insignificant posi- 
tion of Register of the Land Office de- 
veloped into a bitter wranf,'le, and w;w 
the warmest during the convention. 
The candidates were Thomas H. Corbett, 
of Ballard; Alex. Grant, of Franklin; 
Thomas B. Bullock, of Lewis; G. B. 
Swango, of Wolfe; Ed. McGrath, of 
Campbell. The first ballot resulted: 
Corbett, .'^20; Swango, 2?,« ; Grant, KM; 
Bullock, 91; McGrath, 61. During the 
second ballot Bullock's name was with- 
drawn and most of hi.s 8tr('n>,'tli wcTit to 
Swango. There was great confusion and 
the Chair ordered a recapitulation. 

Durin;,' this, however. Grant's naiAe 
was withdrawn, and Franklin County'l 
twelve votes went to Swango, and the re- 
capitulation had to begin over again. 
The Louisville votes went largely to 
Swango, and the Sixth Congressional 
(Covington) district went to him solidly. 
Warren County wished to change her 
eighteen votcu to Corbett, which, ac- 
cording to private counts, would have 
elected him, but the Chairman refused 
to allow any further changes until the 
ballot was completed. While the Clerk 
was figuring up the result of the second 
ballot the (\)rbett men found by private 
counts tliat Swango was elected, and at 
once the wildest confusion and excite- 
ment reigned. In a moment several 
hun(lre<l Corbett supporters crowded up 
in front of the stage, threatening the 
the Chairman by the most violent de- 
monstrations. One(/orbett man, biu-ked 
up li\' several who were more exciteil 

than the rest, attempted to get upon the 
stage. It was an exceedingly bold move- 
nient, and fraught with luucli danger, 
l)ut policemen, who were in readiness, 
stepped forward and checked the ad- 

varice. The Interference of the jxilice 
looked for a moment as if it was going to 
precipitate trouble, but the war cloud 
quickly subsided. 

The Chairman finally announced that 
he would allow the convention to vote 
on the correctness of his ruling before he 
announced the result of the ballot. It 
was finally agreed to take the ballot over. 
At last the troublesome ballot was tui- 
nounced. It stood: Swango, 471:1; Cor- 
bett, 445!i.' 

Captain Ed Porter Thompson, of "Sweet 
Owen," won the nomination for Superin- 
tendent uf I'uljlic luHtruction on the first 
ballot, liis opponents were J. W. Fur- 
nish, of Lyon ; J.J. Olenn, of Union ; Z. 
F. Smith, of Ixjuisville ; G. C. Overstreet, 
of Spencer, and John O. Hodges, of Fay- 
ette. Before the roll of counties had pro- 
ceeded far it was seen to be a foregone 
conclusion for Thomp.son, and Smith's 
name was withdrawn. This was followed 
by the withdrawal of Thompson's other 
competitors one by one until only his 
name was left, and the "nomination wus 
made by acclamation.
